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End Of Harvest Near, 
Good Yields Forecast 


One of the earliest harvests in 
years is presently in progress in 
the Vulcan area and with a con¬ 
tinuation of the hot dry weather 
it is expected that field work can 
be completed in two weeks. 

Cutting and threshing is general 
in the country and from reports 
estimated by the local elevator 
agents a fairly optomistic crop 
picture Is seen in the district. The 
estimated percentage of grains 
threshed to September 6 is: Wheat, 
50; Oats, 100; ^Barley, 95; Flax, 3. 
and Rye, 100. ' 

Tpking into account the loss 
through hail damage, the average 
yield per seeded acre is: Wheat, 
22 bu.; Oats, 60 bu.; Barley, 40 
bu.; Flax, 20, and Rye, 18. 

Rain caused a halt to operations 
for several days last week but by 
Thursday farmers were back in 
the fields. 

The strike which has tied up 
shipping for some time at Vancou¬ 
ver is beginning to show its ef¬ 
fects upon local elevators with 
little shipping action taking place. 
Local dealers have orders for car¬ 
loads lying on their desks. As the 
C.P.R. is not spotting cars, traf¬ 
fic is at a halt to the west. The 
l^ikehead terminals are taking 
only five carloads daily from the 
Lethbridge Division. 

The work on flax has not be¬ 
come general yet but one farmer 
near Vulcan claims he has flax in 
the bin that runs 30 bushels in¬ 
cluding dockage which places his 
crop well over the 15 to 20 bushel 
average. 

Full effects of the rain on grad¬ 
ing is not known but it is thought 
that grain would lose one grade 
because of the bleaching. 

Hail, one of the chief hazards 
in these years of drought-free

to more than just the city dweller.

Veteran of the Boer War and 
the First World War,^ Robert Lin¬ 
coln Reid, 74, of Vulcan, died in 
Col. Belcher Hospital Saturday, 
£■» pt. 6. 

Mr. Reid was born in Mount 
Forest, Gnt., July 22, 1884, the son 
ol .Joseph Iteid. He went to South 
Atrica with the Canadian Forces. 
Later he served three years with 
Baden-Powell's Constabulary. !n

where he homesteaded in the 
Cremona district.

Hunting fraternity headed out for 
the opening shoot of the 1958 
game season. By 7:50 p.m.. when 
the late sunset halted activity 
the ranks of the duck population 
had been somewhat thinned but 
the few thousand birds that flew 
toward their field "snacks” was 
evidence that there are some left 
for those who didn’t make it out 
for the first whirl. ( 

Most important, no accidents 
were reported locally. 

Those persons around town who 
watch the flow of traffic country- 
bound feel that there has not been 
too heavy a run on birds so fas

largely because the early harvest 
has kept many farmer-hunters 
away from their guns and because 
at this time of year with 
mosquitos so thick and the north¬ 
erns not down, some say why 
bother. 

The local hardware stores were 
points of call during the afternoon 
hours for groups of city hunters 
replenishing supplies. Hunters 
seemed satisfied with results of the 
morning’s work. A trio from town 
made up of Roy McLennan, Gor¬ 
die Bell and Roy Lerohl got their 
limit in two hours out in the 
direction of Eight-Mile Lake. 

With the early completion of 
harvest in view the ducks are be¬ 
ing hard pressed to keep ahead, of 
the machinery in their quest for 
food. The growing absence of smal¬ 
ler sloughs in the country is also 
having its effect on the duck pop¬ 
ulation and field damage by the 
birds Is much reduced over earlier 
years with only four permits be¬ 
ing issued to farmers in advance 
of the season this year. 


Vulcan hardwares report an 
average run on hunting licences 
with shotgun and shell trade slow¬ 
ed in some cases due to the har¬ 
vest work. 

The cost of shells varies from 
$2,90 up and with the per-shell 
cost running between 10 and 11 
cents much thought goes into the 
venture before the trigger is pull¬ 
ed. In 1950 top price on shells was 
$3.60, in ’51 th»y jumped to a high 
of $3.95, went down to $3.65 in 
1952 and havg stayed in that 35c 
spread since that time. • 

The price of equipment for this 
sport can seem over-whelming to 
one who wants to jupip in with 
full kit in his first year. However 
if the would-be .hunter takes it 
slowly he can first choose his 
gun from $50 to over $200. A popu¬ 
lar price is estimated at a $90 gun. 
Add a $12-15 pair of boots, Coats 
at $12.00, $2.50 for a cap, and $10 
worth of shells and our man is on 
his way, at a round cost of $130. 
Later on If his tastes lean to a 


gun-cas<‘, set of decoys and a duck- 
call, he 'can invest unother $27. 
Then, of course a bird dog, kennel 
and dog run sometimes becomes a 
reality to the deeper enthusiast and 
from that point, between supply¬ 
ing his gun with shells and his dog 
with food and the car with gas, he 
usually knows the value of each 
duck in return for his investment, 
at the end of the season. It is for¬ 
tunate that a “reckoning” over a 
financial .statement is seldom de¬ 
manded. 

Each year there tv the occasional 
arrest of persons taking upland 
birds before the Oct. It, opening. 
The offender, un*!er The Game 
Act can lose his gun and outfit 
permanently, have his car im¬ 
pounded, face a fine up to $500. 
all of which is up to the discretion 
of the- magistrate and the circum¬ 
stances of the case. It is unlawful 
to shoot from a car across any 
highway or roadway, have a load¬ 
ed gun in a car and for those who 
make use of a boat in the sport, 
motors are forbidden.

Now that the base course on Highway 23 from 
Vulcan to the Comer Store 12 miles north is complet¬ 
ed and the highway will, we presume, be hard-topped 
next year and seal-coated the following year, the 
question again arises as to which direction the black¬ 
top will take from the Comer Store and, most import¬ 
ant, when? 

As we understand the situation at the moment, 
definite plans were made to continue the hard- 
surfacing to join up with the four-lane No. 2 Highway 
east of High River. The road was surveyed and neces¬ 
sary re-building and repairs planned. This work, we 
submit, should have been done this year, so the base 
course program on 23 could be continued, uninterrupt¬ 
ed, next year. 

Highway 24, from the Corner Store north to 
Cheadle, directly serves Mossleigh and Carseland and 
would bring a hard-surfaced road within easy reach 
of such other points as Herronton and Arrowwood. A 
strong case can also be presented for first continuing 
the hard-top north on 24, to serve these villages. 

We hope it is the Department of Highways’ inten¬ 
tion to pave both these routes. We trust that the De¬ 
partment’s indecision as to which route to pave first 
will not cause a break of a year during which the hard¬ 
top will get no closer to Calgary than it is now. Some 
action on the matter—some indication of the highway 
department’s intention 1 in this regal’d—would be ap¬ 
preciated by the residents of this area. „

(Continued from Front Page) 
farming, has not struck too many 
areas thus far and then, it was 
not overly damaging except for 
the mid-July storm which flat¬ 
tened many fields in a eo n ee n trat- 
strip. It is thought that damage to 
crops ran a 12% average this year. 
Even at this time though when the 
hail period is considered over, most 
farmers are backward about dis¬ 
cussing hail as a thing of the pasl 


unUl the grain is safely in the bins. 

Reports from the Armada dis¬ 
trict indicate almost all harvesting 
is completed, with the exception of 
flax. This is the earliest harvest 
since 1950 for that area. Wheat 
generally went 30 bushels to the 
acre while Barley was the below- 
average crop as it suffered from 
lack of rain In July and excessive 
heat in August. 

In the Eight-Mile Lake area 
south and west of town hail dam- 
uge has cut into the yield on some 
farms while others have been vic¬ 
tims of duck infestation, but not 
in comparison with trouble that 
existed 8 to 10 years ago. 

From the Lomond district a cal¬ 
ler mentioned that about 50% of 
crops were harvested the quick 
way by the hail storm in July but 
the general average for the bal¬ 
ance is running to 30 bushels with 
harvesting almost completed ex¬ 
cepting for flax which is about 
half done. The showers which hit 
Vulcan last week were lighter in 
the east country with Lomond be¬ 
ing held up for only one day. 

The Ensign district expects to 
be through next week if all goes 
well and wheat there is running 
around 26 bushels to the acre 
while barley is up to 40. Some re¬ 
ports to the south of Ensign 
several miles, have barley going as 
high as 60 bushels to the acre. 

The country harvest scene has 
changed much in the past few 
years with strange looking hay 
fields littered with square bales 
piled next to a field of “pup-tent” 
styled bales. Very notable in their 
absence are the fields of stooks 
whi<|h used to run endlessly over 
farm land where cattle feed was 
needed. A report mentions that 
implement companies have discon¬ 
tinued production of binders.
